The dispute which broke out noarly a moath 
ago was the inovilable result of tho latent 
hostility which has long existed between the 
two concerns, ..

The movugiug, director of the Hamburg- 
Amorica, Herr Ballin, and the managing diree- 
tor of the North German Lloyd, Hore Wiegand, 
after ‘conferring individually with tho Bm- 
peror, wel Jost woek at berlin to disenes their 
differences. It ig oxpeetod that their conference 
Will-provide a dasis for a satisfactory settlement 
of the dispute. ‘The svttlement will probably be 
arranged on conditions which will, promote the 
‘ultimate fusion of: the two companios, Ih is 
known that Herr Ualliu, whox /ambitiou is 
proportionste to his wonderful skill in oryanis- 
ing. ims at the union of the two companies 
under his own direction. Of the other bani, 
the North German Lloyd, which does not desire 
amalgumation, will stronuously «resist Herr 
Ballin’s attempts to bring this about; but it is 
generally expected that the weaker Bremon 
company will finally, in its own interests, con- 
sont to be absorbed by its Hamburg rival, 

Here Ballin probably auticipates that
